They were th reatened in th e eighth 
and ninth by dying Giant rallies and 
they had to call on Fred Marberry, 
champion relief pitcher of baseball.

GOVERNMENT NOT TO BE CEN­ 
SURED, ONLY INSULTED, 
SAID MAC DONALD

London, Oct. 7 . - Defying the op­ 
position aud excoriating liberal ta c ­ 
tics, Premier MucDonald 
probably 
made certain a general election by 
his speech today before the first labor 
party conference since labor came in­ 
to power. 
“ I should not cure lf a challenge 
came on 
vital 
issues,” Ma* Donald 
said, “ but the liberal proposal to In­ 
vestigate Editor Campbell (a com­ 
munist charged with sedition, pro­ 
ceedings against whom ware dropped 
by the governm ent) is lh the spirit 
of medieval crookedness and torture. 


“ The government Is not to be cen­ 
sured," tile premier continued. 
"It 
is only to lie Insulted, 
it Is not to be 
executed, It is merely to be put upon 
th e rin k, 
“ Tho opposition 
mistakes 
their 
men. 
“ We shall surrender nothing, 
lf 
there Is un election, the responsibil­ 
ity for It is not ours.” 
When MacDonald predicted 
vic­ 
tory ut th** polls 
he 
was 
wildly 
cheered. 
The convention passed a 
resolution co n g ratu latin g th e prem­ 
ier on hlx achievement and promised 
tho utmost support in event of an 
election. 
Convention officials intimated the 
resolution proposing affiliation 
be­ 
tween the laborites and the com m un­ 
ist* would be ruled out of order. 
This was made even more plain 
w h en MacDonald defended the An­ 
glo Russian tr* uty lint 
repudiated 
communism, denouncing it as “ de­ 
testable.” 
“ Communism 
Is 
a 
mischievous 
tirrln g up of strife,” he said. “ w here­ 
as til** laborites propose a democracy 
of freedom and progress, communism 
is a product of czarism and war, and 
we shul] have nothing to do with It. 
I ’n less we are prepared to engage In 
a crusade against 
com munism 
we 
might as well put up our shutters.”

which we believe every resident of our city is 
desirous of giving.

Karl A. Menninger, psychiatrist, de­ 
clares diagnosis and treatm ent 
of 
children 
will 
remedy 
conditions 
which contribute to a large per cent 
of hte unhappiness 
of 
Individuals 
and families in later life. 
Things are not exactly as they 
should he or the Topeka clinic, the 
only one of its kind ni this part of 
the country, would not have been es­ 
tablished, Dr. Menninger said. 
Needed More Enzymes 
If John developed into a grouchy, 
morose, dyspeptic, people tap 
their 
heads and murmur, "Poor boy, he 
should have had more iron and enzy­ 
mes when he was a baby." 
When John throws a fit of jealousy 
and murders his wife because she 
smiled at the ice man hig action is 
termed “ pure cussedness.’' 
Whereas if “ Poor Jo h n " had gone 
to a mental clinic when he was a 
child he might have been cured of his J 
mental habits and his tragedy in lat­ 
er life averted, the experts reason. 
The clinic deals in 
crime 
and 
neuro-psychiatric cases largely, but 
it is making a small beginning 
in 
the mental habit work with children. 
Physical Examinations 
Children are sent to dental clinics, 
are weighed, and measured periodic­ 
ally and have their eyes, ears, noses 
and throats examined.

Dairy Calf Whole Milk

readily recognised thai 
ut 
present prices of dairy products, dairy 
calves cannot he fed economically on 
whole milk over a long period. 
It Is 
ah o true that approximately 4.* per 
cent of the dairy cows in the I lilted 
States are found on farms produelng 
whole milk for condenseries, cheese 
factories, powdered milk factories and 
for the market milk trade, 
nn these 
farms the milk brings a high price; 
iii ninny cast's $3 to $4 a hundred 
pounds— sometimes more. 
A calf requires an average of about 
15 pounds of whole milk a <lAy until 
four months old. 
This amounts to 
I,SUO pounds. 
If valued at even such 
r low price as $3 a hundred, the milk 
alone costs f54. 
This docs not In­ 
clude the cost of hay and grain con­ 
sumed in addition to the milk. 
Farmers making a business of sell­ 
ing whole milk 
do not 
have skim 
milk 
for feeding purposes 
and 
Un­ 
common practice is to kill the bull 
calves at once or sell them for veal. 
Unfortunately, too often the heifer
